Newly added independent claims 23, 
29 and 33 further recite similar allowable subject matter as that presented in 
independent claim 1 as follows - - the prior art of record and to the examiner's 
knowledge does not teach or render obvious, at least to the skilled artisan, the instant 
invention recited in claims 1, 23, 29 or 33 characterized by a gate insulating having 
upper end portions positioned inwardly of the end portions of the gate electrode and 
lower end portions of the gate insulating film positioned outward of the upper end 
portions, lending to a tapered effect of the gate insulating film, and further wherein the 
lower portions of either side of gate insulating film overlap the source and drain regions.
